The monthly meeting of our Emergency 
Radio Co-ordinators formerly held at County 
OES on the first Wednesday of each month 
will now be held on the first Monday of each 
month at 8:00 PM. in the State Office of 
Emergency Services, Region I! Headquarters 
on Civic Drive in Pleasant Hill. The recent 
move of the County OES to temporary quarters 
in Martinez and other changes have made this 
a good arrangement for the forseeable future. 

Our annual ARRL SET was quite a success 
from the standpoint of number of 
participating operators (26 in Contra Costa) 
and established emergency sites tested. it 
was determined though, our tactical 
frequency !ists were a bit confusing as some 
obsolete lists were exposed. So we have 
decided to replace all prior lists with a new 
up-dated list co-ordinated with others used 
in State Emergency Operations. The new 
Tactical Frequency List will be available 
“shortly”. 

Also, we are now looking for some new 
operator assistance in the Danville-San 
Ramon area. County Emergency Services are 
preparing plans for emergency services in 
that area and would like assurance that they 
could count on RACES/ARES people to provide 
supplemental communications in a serious 
emergency. Please contact KA6IVF, Jim 
House, if you can accept an assignment in that 
area. 

At our last MDARC meeting (Auction) | had 
the opportunity to mention an emergency 
communications service which is easily 
overlooked during a disaster type emergency. 
THE COIN-PHONE!! Please don't laugh--too 
hard----= The natural tendency to phone in or 
out of an area struck by a disaster, to inquire 
about friends or relatives just plain overloads 
the normal switching centers of the telephone 
system. So, the Telephone Companies have a 
system known as “Line Load Control” which is 
used to disconnect all residence and business 
telephones which have not been 
pre-designated for emergency service. This 
permits only official telephone service to

dead after a few hours operation and your 
emergency generator may be out of fuel. 
Learn where the nearest Pay-phone is located 
and give it a try. It just might do the trick 
and get you the help you need to get going 
again since these units are not disconnected 
under the Line Load Controi plan.
